THE UNITY OF 


The sad fact of the division of the Christian 
world has always impelled the shepherds of Christ’s 
flock to take measures to establish ecclesiastical 
unity. Not only the Autocephalous Orthodox 
Churches, but also the Roman Church, have always 
made, and are still making, many efforts to attain 
this end. And during the last several decades the 
consciousness of the consequences and danger of 
fragmentation, and the desire to unite the Chris- 
tian world have likewise spread to the Protestant 
world, and have found expression in the birth of 
the so-called ‘‘ Ecumenical Movement.’’ While whol- 
ly sympathizing with attempts at union with our 
brethren in Christ, we believe that it is our duty 
to make known the doctrine of the Orthodox Catho- 
lie Chureh concerning unity in the Church and 
the ways leading toward this sacred end, in the 
firm hope that our confession of faith, inasmuch 
as it defines the true and pure doctrine of Christ, 
will incline minds and hearts toward that true 
church unity which is so greatly desired, for 
magna est veritas et prevale bit. 

The character of the unity of a certain object 
or organization depends on its qualities. There is 
the unity of a stone, of a piece of mineral; but the 
unity of a plant or of a living creature is some- 
thing quite different. The unity of a social organi- 
zation has its own particular aspect, but the unity 
of the only heavenly-earthly organizat.on—whieh 
is called the Church—is of an absolutely individual 
nature. In desiring the unity of the Church, we 
must always remember her peculiar, exceptional 
and unrepeatable character, and we must not 
judge her by the same standards as other organiza- 
tons 

The Creed of Nicea-Constantinople, which ‘is the 
Church’s teaching common to the whole Christian 
world for many centuries, put unity first: ‘‘I be 
lieve... in one’’ (Church) alone, but it immediate- 
ly indicates other characteristics of this organiza- 
tion, showing thereby in what this unity consists: 
‘*Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church.’’ 

The Church which is one, is above all a_ holy 
Church. But only our Lord is holy in the real sense 
of that word, and the Church is holy only because 
she tis sanctified by our Lord, because she shares 
in the divine life; and the divine unity and the 
union of the Church with our Lord is the source 
of the unity of the Church. The Church is one be- 
cause she has one single source of holiness, and bv 
the reason of her holiness she cannot be divided. 
The Church is not holy in one part of the world 
only, nor by virtue of any particular place, but 
she is everywhere holy, as the Fathers of the 
Council of Carthage wrote to Pope Celestine: 
“The grace of the Holy Spirit can nowhere be 
weakened.’’ The Church is one as the branches of 
the vine make one with the stem, because she 
remains united to Christ who is the source of her 
life (John 15: 1-5). Christ prayed that his dis- 
ciples might ‘“‘be made perfect in one’’ (John 
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17:23) by being lifted up through him to the 
d.vine life. When St. Paul speaks of the unity of 
the Church, he makes it depend, not on submission 
to the same government, but on communion in the 
same bread of the body and blood of our Savior 
(I Cor. 10; 14-17) and on the fact that the Church 
has one Head, Christ (Eph. 4: 15-16). 

The Chureh which is one and holy is, equally 
Catholic: that is to say, she is spread throughout 
the universe, is not himited by space or time, and 
unites the faithful of every age and throughout 
the world. And as the universe is one, the catholici- 
ty of the Church is the expression of her oneness. 

Finally, the Chureh which is one, holy, and 
Catholic, is also apostolic. That means that time 
and changing generations do not disturb the unity 
of the Church which, after nineteen centuries of 
her history, still remains the same as she was in 
the time of the Apostles, for the gifts of Grace 
bestowed upon the Apostles, who were the build- 
ers of the Church, pass on continually to their 
Successors. 

But these gifts were not bestowed on each 
apostle individually, but they were bestowed on 
all the Apostles, united by the same faith and the 
same love, and were the reflection of the unity 
of the Holy Trinity (John 17: 21-26). 

For this reason the transmission of the apostolic 
powers in our Chureh (ts not made by a single 
bishop, but by several bishops, and our Church is 
not administered by one bishop alone, but by the 
““eoncomity of bishops,’’ by those successors of 
the Apostles who are like they were, following the 
wording of the thirty-fourth Apostolic Canon, the 
reflection of the Trinity in Unity. And as our 
Lord has promised to be where even two or three 
are gathered together in His Name, the assembly 
of bishops, which is endowed with apostolic power, 
may be small in number, and the number depends 
on circumstances of time and place. But each part 
of the Church Universal, describing herself as an 
autocephalous Church, ‘is administered by the as- 
sembly of bishops, and is endowed with plenary 
powers. That is why each part has the same right 
as the others. For this reason all imperialism is 
foreign to our Church, which remains faithful to 
the doctrine of the Couneil of Carthage, which 
sent a letter to Pope Celestine saying, ‘‘Is there 
anyone who could believe that our God can bestow 
sound judgement upon one person. yet deny it to 
the multitude of priests assembled in Couneil?’’ 

Remaining faithful. then, to this principle of 
unity in the Church held by the ancient Church 
Universal, we believe that the idea of unity in the 
Church confessed by the Roman Church to be 
erroneous, and likewise the means which she uses 
to re-establish that unity are wrong. Closely linked 
to the Roman State and wishing to be its heir, the 
Roman Church has subst'tuted for the unity of 
the State. and tries to attain and extend it by 
means suitable to the State—that is to say, by 
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force. She is still formally a State, a subject of 
international law, and to that extent she is com- 
pletely involved in the political intrigues and 
snares from which the Orthodox Church has al- 
ways suffered, and still suffers, even to this very 
hour. The Roman Church has forgotten that, ac- 
cording to the teaching of the Apostles, inasmuch 
as we are members of the Church, we have no 
country here; we are only strangers on the earth: 
our citizenship is tin heaven, and we can only be 
united to the extent that we unite ourselves to 
the One Head of the Church and are sanctified 
by Him, then every creature whose religious center 
is an earthly one, when there exists a heavenly 
center for all, introduces dualism iinto the Church 
and disturb her unity. 

The Anglican Church, being separated from the 
Roman Church, has rejected her false conception 
of the unity of the Church, but not having the 
Sacrament of Holy Orders, it does not give suf- 
ficient importance to apostolic succession, to that 
single source of sanctification and unity of the 
Church in time. She dogmatizes the union of 
Church and State, and does not understand the 
unity of the Church as the unity of belief. 

Still further separated from the conception of 
the unity of the Church is the movement known 
as ecumenical. In so far as it shows a retreat from 
Protestant individualism and the desire for the 
unity of the Chureh, as a consequence of the divi- 
sion of the Protestant world, it has its positive 
sides, but neither does it understand the true unity 
of the Church. At the beginning it set out on the 
right road leading toward the attainment of organ- 
i¢ unity based on the doctrine of the ancient 
Chureh which was not divided, but later, and 
from 1937, after the Edinburgh Conference, it 
has strayed from this road. It has replaced the 
aim of interior and organic unity supported by 
dogmas, by an exterior mechanical union, based 
on the struggle against social and economic in- 
justice, and also on the struggle with the Roman 
Church. In themselves these aims are not to be 
rejected, for our Lord also satisfied those who were 
hungry, and He said to His Disciples: ‘‘Give them 
to eat’’ (Matt. 14:16). 

But it was not in that way that our Lord re- 
garded the vocation of His Disciples. He did not 
attach importance to the faith of those who sought 
Him because they ate bread and were filled (John 
6:26), and He reproached Martha who, instead 
of listening to the Master’s words, was worrying 
about a great feast: ‘‘Martha, thou art careful 
and troubled about many things, but one thing 
only is needful’? (Luke 10: 41-42). But having 
forgotten this ‘‘one thing,’’ having forgotten that 
man does not live by bread alone, the Ecumenical 
Movement is becoming a worldly, tinternational 
charitable organization, which tries to buy the 
souls of men with that charity, and in that way it 
mixes in international politics and becomes the 
instrument of political plans directel against those 
who confess the Orthodox faith. 

It is now not difficult to understant why the

Orthodox Catholic Church cannot agree with the 
un.onist tendencies of the Roman Chureh, nor 
with the Protestant Ecumenical Movement. To 
support these tendencies would mean that we 
should not assist but prevent the union of the 
Church. It would have meant that we should break 
the union which we have with the ancient apostolic 
Chureh which is indivisible, and we should saeri- 
fice the true unity of the Church in the name of 
a false unity. 

In particular, to agree with the unionist ten- 
dencies of the Roman Church would mean that we 
reject the apostolic teaching on the fulness of the 
life in Grace which is bestowed by the Divine 
Spirit on each regional Church, and the teaching 
which flows from it on the equality of the rights 
of the Churehes. To agree with the Ecumenical 
Movement would mean that we should break the 
true unity of the Chureh not only in space but 
also in time. That would mean that we should 
break the uninterrupted chain of grace which 
links the Orthodox Church to the Apostles through 
the Apostolic Succession. That would mean that 
we sell our treasure of faith for a mess of pottage, 
for imaginary material advantages, and that we 
should take part in the hunt for human souls by 
means of these advantages. There ‘is only one true 
road which leads to the re-establishment of the 
Chureh, to the unity of the Holy, Catholie, and 
Apostolie Church, which is one not only in space 
but also in time. This way is narrow but it alone 
can lead us to our aim. This ts the road of return 
to the doctrine of the ancient undivided Church. 

In proportion to the advance they make along 
this road, the Confessions of the West will draw 
near to the Orthodox Church and will more easily 
re-establish union with her. The Orthodox Chureh 
has always believed that her first sacred duty is 
to preserve the teaching of the ancient Chureh of 
Christ which is indivisible. 

We pray to our Lord that He will direet our 
brethren in Christ also toward this salutary end!

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A REAL MARTYR FOR THE FAITH 


In previous numbers of ONE CuurcH our read- 
ers were informed of the untimely death of 
the martyred Protopresbyter Gabriel Kostelnyk, 
treacherously shot in the back and killed, while 
returning home from church. Unfortunately, it is 
only recently that the editors of this journal have 
been able to obtain more detailed information 
concerning this irreplaceable loss to the Orthodox 
Church. Father Gabriel, a recent convert from the 
Roman Catholic Church, was one of the Church’s 
most learned men in our epoch. 





The journal of the Moscow Exarchate in Czecho- 
slovakia, in its November number, published a 
telegram from Archbishop Macarius of Lvov and 
Ternopol to Metropolitan Eleutherius as follows: 

‘*T eonfirm this great loss to the Orthodox 

Church. On September 20th, Protopresbyter 

Kostelnyk perished by the hand of a fanatic 

of the Vatican. We ask you to pray.”’

To the request of the Editorial Board of this 
journal, addressed to Archbishop Macarius of Lyov 
and T'ernopol, His Eminence replied to Archbishop 
Macarius of our Archdiocese as follows: 

‘On September 20th, Protopresbyter Kostel- 
nyk, after celebrating Divine Liturgy, was re- 
turning home. He was killed on the street by a 
shot in the back. The murderer was found among 
the enemies of the Orthodox Chureh and our 
people—among the Germano-Ukrainian national- 
ists. The martyred blood of Protopresbyter Kos- 
telnyk will forever strengthen the great work 
of his life.’’

On January 2nd of this year the Viadiko Ex- 
arch, His Eminence Macarius, celebrated a Re- 
quiem Liturgy for the soul of Father Gabriel at 
St. Nicholas’ Cathedral iin New York City, as- 
sisted by the Reverend Fathers A. Sibirtzeff, A. 
Renye, and Protodeacon I. Semoff. 

The October number of the Journal of the Mos- 
cow Patriarchate, recently received in this country, 
contains more detailed information about the de- 
ceased fighter for Orthodox Catholicism: obitu- 
aries, a necrology, and a description of his burial 
services.

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THE SIGNIFICANCE OF APOSTOLIC SUCCESSION 


IN THE NON-ORTHODOX FAITHS 
By PATRIARCH SERGIUS 


The following very important article 
by the late Patriarch Sergius first ap- 
peared in the %KypHan Mockosckoi 
IatpHapxun, No. 23-24, 1935 (pp. 
3-11). It is published herein for the 
first time in complete form in English 
in a translation furnished by Mr. Paul 
B. Anderson, Associate Executive Secre- 
tary of the International Committee of 
YMCA's, and Associate Editor of The 
Living Church magazine. 

The Editors 
I 

The authority of our present-day ecclesiastical hier- 
archy as a hierarchy established by God, and its rights 
and powers, are based on the historical fact of succession 
from the Apostles. Such is the teaching of the Ortho- 
dox Catholic Church at present, and such was her 
teaching in antiquity, in the period known in Church 
History as “undivided,” a term customarily used in the 
theological literature of the West. Thus it is not sur- 
prising that non-Orthodox bodies which have separated 
from the Church but do not want to break the connec- 
tion with their Church past (as do the Protestants) 
preserve this teaching and greatly value the apostolic 
succession of their hierarchy, if they can prove it. The 
question of apostolic succession inevitably arises also 
with every effort of non-Orthodox bodies to unite with 
the Orthodox Church, or, as they like to put the matter 
in the West, in connection with discussions on the 
right of one or another of such self-born ‘churches’ 
(the Oid Catholics and others) to be recognized as an 
integral part of the Universal Church. There is, for 
instance, a whole theological literature about the Angli- 
can hierarchy. The opponents as well as the defenders 
of this hierarchy start from the question of the apostolic 
succession; the former deny the fact of this succession 
in the said hierarchy, the latter affirm it. 

The question is: how does the Orthodox Church 
consider the question of the possession by non-Ortho- 
dox bodies of the apostolic succession in the hierarchy ? 
Has this circumstance, in the belief of the Orthodox 
Church, any other interest than a historical one? In 
other words, does the presence of this succession have 
a significant influence on the opinion of our Church 
about a given non-Orthodox body, and about its priest- 
hood in particular? 


There is one opinion which answers this question 
with a decided “No.’’ The Church of Christ, say the 
defenders of this opinion, considers Herself the only 
body on earth which is the depository of saving Grace 
("I believe in One, Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic 
Church’). She is the only one which possesses a genuine 
apostolic hierarchy administering saving sacraments. 
The non-Orthodox bodies which have separated from 
the Church—those which possess (as they say) the 
apostolic succession, as well as those which do not 
possess it—those which want to have priests, as well 


as those which do not recognize the authority of priests 
—all of them are considered by the Church as a single, 
uniform mass of Christians deprived of grace, who are 
indeed called Christians only because of an inaccurate 
definition of the word. 

It is true that the Church has three different recep- 
tions for those who come to her from non-Orthodox 
bodies. Some the Church accepts as pagans by baptis- 
ing them; some are accepted by chrismation, and others 
by penance. And in the last case clerics are admitted in 
their present orders. But these three different kinds of 
reception do not in any measure imply the existence of 
three different categories in non-Orthodoxy—as that 
in the case of some the Church does not recognize any 
Sacraments, in others she recognizes the Sacrament of 
Baptism, and in the third case she recognizes not only 
the Sacrament of Baptism but also the Sacrament of 
Chrismation and even the Sacrament of Holy Orders, 
and in each case the Church by her corresponding re- 
ception completes whatever is lacking. In applying to 
one non-Orthodox body stricter rules of reception than 
to another, or even in applying more or less indulgent 
rules to the same body at different times, the Church 
is led only by practical considerations—considerations 
of Church economy, considerations of her desire and 
obligation to save as many people as possible. In sub- 
stance, each newcomer should be baptised and anointed 
with holy chrism, and afterwards if he is worthy of 
being accepted into the clergy he must be honored by 
Orthodox ordination. But, sparing the natural feelings 
of men who consider themselves to be already baptised 
and even ministers of the Church, the Church does not 
repeat the Sacrament of Baptism, or Ordination, but 
confines herself to the third reception in which by the 
Sacrament of Confession, the Church gives by implica- 
tion, /mplicite, baptism, chrismation, and ordination to 
those who are accepted. The indulgence occasionally 
shown, however, certainly does not bind the Church to 
act in the same manner in the future. Changing circum- 
stances change also the type of reception. 

It has been said that the accuracy of the above posi- 
tion is proved not only by its conformity with dogma, 
but also by the endless diversity and especially the ex- 
treme variability of Church practice in relation to the 
non-Orthodox. For instance, in the past, Roman Catho- 
lics were admitted into the Russian Church by the 
third type of reception and in their existing Orders; 
lcter on the Church started to re-baptise them, and still 
later the Church returned to the older practice, which 
is still followed at present. The Greek Church, on the 
contrary, in the past admitted Roman Catholics as we 
do, but beginning in the eighteenth century she started 
to re-baptise them, But at the same time the Greek 
Church not only does not reproach our Church for such 
indulgence, but, in certain cases and taking different 
circumstances into consideration, is ready herself to 
make exceptions from her own strict rules. Having re 
cognized Anglican ordinations the Greek Church logical- 
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ly ought to modify and perhaps already has modified 
her practice with reference to Roman Catholics as well. 
The same lack of consistency characterizes the practice 
of the ancient Church in respect to different bodies 
(Donatists and others, for instance). It would be use- 
less to look for any system in this variety of practice or 
to search for dogmatic foundations in the action of the 
Church; there is no system here, and no dogmatic 
foundations oblige the Church to use the second or 
third type of reception instead of the first. Hence the 
Church can act quite freely, choosing, in her own 
judgement, what is more useful from her point of 
view in the given conditions and at the given time. 

The above opinion is satisfying in its dogmatic 
straight-forwardness, and because it immediately re- 
moves all perplexity and obscurity with reference to 
the non-Orthodox. It is sufficient for the non-Orthodox 
to enter into the Church’s vineyard, and no matter what 
he comes with, the Church will reward him on the 
same level as her own children. So the late Archbishop 
Hilarion answered an Anglican professor: “Don’t be 
tormented by the question as to whether you have the 
prisethood or not. Turn directly to the Church. She 
will admit you without humiliation, without re-baptis- 
ing, without reordination, and from her plenitude, the 
Church will give you at once an existence within the 
bosom of the Universal Church of Christ, as well as 
the priesthood of grace and everything.” 

Nevertheless, we do not have the Roman Catholic 
principle by which dogma rules history. We of the 
Orthodox Church cannot shut our eyes to the testimony 
of the latter. Seeing discrepancies between history and 
dogma, we must first of all ask the question: do we 
understand the Church's dogma correctly? In the present 
case the testimony of history is not in favor of the 
conception in question. The practice of the Church in 
regard to the non-Orthodox is in truth diverse and 
variable. The importance of Church economy in the 
matter of the admission of the non-Orthodox is always 
very great. But at the same time there is always a strict 
line that the Church never crosses in her practice. This 
line is the absence in a given non-Orthodox body of 
true episcopal consecration, a succession descended from 
the Apostles (together, of course, with the apostolic 
teaching about the priesthood). However strong may 
be the arguments of Church economy, the Church will 
never admit the members of such a body by the third 
type of reception (without chrismation) ; still more, 
the Church will never receive such members into her 
clergy without Orthodox ordination. For instance, a 
Lutheran pastor, a Scotch minister, a Pomorjian teacher 
and others may be men quite worthy of admission 
among the Orthodox clergy, but nevertheless they will 
never be recognized as priests without Orthodox ordina- 
tion as they will not receive in the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance (third type of reception) the implicit grace of 
Holy Orders. 


Thus the existence of apostolic succession separates 
a certain group from the great mass of non-Orthodox 
bodies. The Church can accept into her clergy without 
ordination only those who have kept the apostolic suc- 
cession. Does the Church consider these ordinations as 
having the fullness of Grace? 


The defenders of the opinion under discussion give 
another explanation. The Church, they say, holding 
dearly to the apostolic succession in general, does not 
want, in the case in question, to violate even the exter- 
nal forms preserved from the Apostles, although these 
forms outside the Church have become empty, for they 
have lost the content of apostolic Grace. 


But the facts of Church practice show Church teach- 
ing in quite a different light. For instance, the present 
rule of our Church for the admission of Roman Catho- 
lic priests in their present status goes so far that if such 
a priest, perhaps out of the desire to marry, does not 
wish to be admitted in his present Orders, then after 
admission he will not be considered simply as a layman, 
but as one who has abandoned his Orders, who as such 
has no hope of receiving Orthodox ordination. One 
can hardly admit that out of respect for a meaningless 
form the Church would irrevocably deprive a worthy 
man of the hope of ever becoming an Orthodox cleric, 
especially since the married priesthood is permitted by 
her rules. 


If it is said that in this case the Church punishes a 
moral instability undesired in the clergy—the refusal 
to carry the cross already taken upon oneself—why 
then does the Church leave unpunished the Lutheran 
pastor, the Pomorjian teacher, and others of similar 
status when they, upon conversion to Orthodoxy, like- 
wise do not desire immediately to enter the Orthodox 
priesthood, but later may seek this? 


The Church understands apostolic succession to be 
not merely a single external, mechanical transmission 
of the act of ordination, for there is connected with 
this act a corresponding faith, namely. the preservation 
in the given community of the apostolic teaching re- 
garding Grace in the priesthood. This again is incom- 
patible with the opinion under discussion. To accept 
an empty form without grace and at the same time to 
believe, according to the apostolic teaching, that if you 
would accept Divine Grace, and 2 peg at the same 
time a corresponding state of mind and thoughts, this 
would be simply self-deception, or, in spiritual langu- 
age, a delusion. But delusions are not encouraged; on 
the contrary, they are fought by all possible means. 
Moreover here the Church seems to try purposefully 
by all means to leave the person in his delusion, seems 
to fear shaking in a person his false conviction that in 
non-Orthodox ordination he has received valid Grace. 
Without even mentioning the necessity of Orthodox 
ordination, the Church even concocts a special type of 
reception, in order in the Sacrament of Penance to 
convey to the recipient implicitly, unnoticeable for him 
the Grace of priesthood. Therefore it is nearer to the 
truth and to Church teaching to suppose that in non- 
Orthodox bodies where apostolic succession has been 
kept, i. e., the apostolic form of ordination, as well as 
the apostolic teaching about the Grace of Holy Orders, 
there ordinations do not, in the thought of the Church, 
appear to be only a form without Grace, and therefore 
are not repeated when their clerics are received into the 
Orthodox clergy.

BOOK REVIEW 


“THE HIGHEST AUTHORITY 
IN THE CHURCH” 


This booklet* by the Very Reverend Archpriest 
Eugraphe Kovalevsky is not particularly signific- 
ant in itself but is important as a manifestation 
of what is to come. Father Kovalevsky is Rector 
and Professor of Canon Law and Ecclesiology at 
the comparatively new French Orthodox Institute 
of Saint Denis in Paris, and this little book is the 
beginning of an impressive list of theological 
books on Orthodoxy that are to be written by the 
various members of the faculty of the Institute. 
We are promised by the publishers that we may 
expect in the near future books not only by Fr. 
Kovalevsky (such as Mesures de la Nouvelle Crea- 
tion) but by the Archimandrite Alexis van der 
Mensbrugghe, Professor of Patristic Theology and 
Ancient Liturgies, and by Professor Vladimir Los- 
sky, whose book ‘‘ Essai sur la Théologie Mystique 
de l’Eglise d’Orient’’ has already won him a place 
as an acknowledged leader of Orthodox thought 
in the West. 

It may not be out of place to say something 
about the Institute of Saint Denis. It was founded 
to meet a definite need—that of a French-speak- 
ing Orthodox Seminary in Western Europe. St. 
Sergius Theological Institute in Paris during the 
thirty’s and early forty’s played an important 
and necessary (as well as provocative) role under 
the scholarly leadership of Fr. Sergius Bulgakov 
but it seemed impervious to increasing demands 
by theological students to have courses in the 
French language. In addition then to Russian 
seminarians living in France who understood 
French better than Russian, there was another 
group of students wishing .to study Orthodox 
Catholic theology as a result of the reception into 
Orthodoxy of the ‘‘French Evangelical Catholic 
Church,’’ finally there were both Roman Catholic 
and Protestant students anxious to study Ortho- 
doxy but who had little or no acquaintance with 
the Russian language. To answer the needs of these 
three groups, St. Denis Institute with the help of 
the St. Photios Brotherhood and under the aus- 
pices of the Patriarchal Church of Moscow, opened 
its doors. Although confronted with staggering 
financial problems, the Institute has continued to 
grow in numbers and influence until today it is 
recognized as being on a par in many respects 
with any similar non-Orthodox Institute. 

Fr. Kovalevsky’s unpretentious little volume 
tries in a small measure to answer certain ques- 
tions often asked Orthodox Catholics such as: 
““Who is your Head? What is your conception of

Catholic unity? What distinction do you make 
between universal authority and local authority?’’ 
Basing his book, naturally enough, on St. John 
20: 19-23, the author attempts to show what the 
highest authority in the Church is as well as its 
nature and function. In a manner much too re- 
minisecent of scholastic thinking to be wholly 
palatable to some members of the Orthodox faith, 
Fr. Kovalevsky divides his treatise neatly into 
three main sections: The origins of Apostolic 
authority (Hierarchical, divine, canonical, succes- 
sive, and sacramental) ; the exterior character of 
Catholic authority (supra-individual and supra- 
collective) ; and finally, the interior character of 
authority jin the divine econemy (‘‘theo-energi- 
tique,’’ universal, omnipresent, autocratic, ab- 
solute, soteriological, and merciful). At the very 
least, however one may question some aspects con- 
tained in the work, all will agree that there is a 
spirit of originality that runs throughout the 
book. It may be well to quote Fr. Kovalevsky’s 
closing words on the subject: ‘‘The highest autho- 
rity, as manifested by the Church, is the reflection 
of the Holy Trinity, not monarchical, not demo- 
cratic, but representing the Unique Will of the 
Three Divine Persons.’’ We only wish it were 
possible to analyse in detail some of Fr. Kovalev- 
sky’s main points for if there are controversial 
opinions to be found in the main part of the book, 
it is even more true of the two appendices in which 
in one the author gives his picture of the Christian 
world and the relationship of Christian bodies 
having or claiming to have the Apostolic Sueces- 
sion to ‘‘le pouvoir soverain,’’ and in the other 
gives an account of the present-day composition 
of the Orthodox Church. 


We are grateful to the author for his enlighten- 
ing opus of but thirty-one pages and we are look- 
ing forward with keen interest to seeing h’s next 
volume which deals with the bases of Orthodox 
canons. It is unfortunate that all these books 
written by the various professors at St. Denis 
Institute will be in French, thereby limiting their 
appeal here in the United States. We may hope 
that it will prove possible to have the more impor- 
tant works translated (nto English, for there is a 
real need in this country for books on Orthodoxy 
written by Orthodox Catholics. Too often are mem- 
bers of the Orthodox Church here in America 
subjected to the embarrassment of havine to read 
or recommend books concerning Orthodoxy written 
by non-Orthodox (with varying degrees of ae- 
curate knowledge about their subject, of course). 

Since it is our /ntention to review in One Church 
the more important books that are published by 
our Orthodox brethren in France, it is therefore 
altorether fitting that the first book to be review- 
ed is that of Fr. Kovalevsky, the distingwished 
Rector of St. Denis Institute.
